CONSTITUTION: There are connected an operation part 4 
comprising a 

microcomputer (micon) 1, a speech synthesis microcomputer 2, 
an indicator 3 

comprising a fluorescent display tube and an operation part 
4 comprising a 

plurality of touch panel switches. According to the 
predetermined sequence, 

the plural specific switches of the operation part 4 are 
operated, for example, 

five times, and then the mode shifts to an inspection 
execution mode. Various 

inspection functions are executed via cooking switches Al 
to A5 in the 

operation part 4. Also, the driving of the speed synthesis 
microcomputer 2 is 

made possible when the switch A6, for example, is operated 
three times 

continuously. An inspection result is displayed with the 
indicator 3 and can 

also be outputted through a loud speaker 5 via the driving 
of the speed 

synthesis microcomputer 2 . According to the aforesaid 
construction, the 

inspection result can be outputted properly using the loud 
speaker 5, even if 

it is impossible to output the result via the indicator 3 . 
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
